Speaker, in my opinion, 
we have p.ilTed too many laws on this fubjrtt 
already.— i'a fling the 
refolntions reporveo 
by oui committee on foreign relations, has 
in the few days that have elapfed, traiufcr- 
ed an iinmènle fum of money from the in 
dudrious yeomanry of the country, to idle 
fpet.ulators and ftuck-jttbbers of both towns 
and country. 
Is not this fal\ known to m.u>y 
mem tie re on this floor ? Do they not know, 
that donicdic produce is fell one hall, and 
even at that reduc'd pnee, there is little oi 
no 11 r for it ; and that foreign articles have 
rifen in the famr proportion ; and that in con- 
fequence thereof, in various parts of the union, 
wher*, until the commencement of thisfeilioiif 
the embargo, if not approved, was borne with 
patience— the people now t r y with one voice, 
“ we can 
brar it no longer— give us any 
thing the mifdom of congrefs 
o»n de vile 
rather than the Em bargo 1" 
But I have fre­ 
quently been afoed, if thefe be fails, why do 
not the people petition ? T h e real’un is obvi­ 
ous .* T h e Fedeialids have petitioned j what 
has been the anfwer ? W h y , th«y arc enr 
mies to our adminidration ; who wifi) to in 
volve us in war with France, and an alliunce 
with England. 
Nay, farther, is not every 
member on this floor, who has exercifed his' 
own judgm ent as a tree and independent re- 
prefentatitive of the people, if in but a tingle 
indance that ju d g m en t runs counter to the 
will of the majority, denounced as an apoi- 
tate ?

I f there be a citizen 
in thefe United States tha tdurft tomake fuch 
a charge, let him* corné forward and fub- 
dantiat« i t . — But what haa been the confe­ 
r e n c e ? L d feiTion, I oppofed the famous, 
or rather infamous, court martial bill ; a bil! 
th a t 
I 
now 
fuppofe, was intended is the 
fird chapter of a datute book, in which th ; 
prefent bill under confideration was to have 
been the fecond. 
T h a t horrid attem pt to 
lay the foundation of a m ilitary despotism 
failed ; and I pray God the fecond may alfo.
